Blackmaliers who have preyed on

Another new feature ts that the con- 
testant must set up the law under 
which he intends to acquire title; he 
must designate his qualifications to 
take up the property and must affirma- 
tively show that the proceedirig is not 
collusive or speculative and that it will 
be pursued to the end In good faith.

, Of the moon” in ‘Utah The Mormon the 
ology is essentially an Old Testament theol- 
ogy. The proverbs and the practices of the 
Hebrew patriarchs are the subjects of con- 
stant and careful study with the Mormon 
leaders ahd rulers. The government of the 
Jewish priesthood furnishes them with a 
todel for the conduct of both religious and 
secular affairs. They have their 

‘and their tithing houses, their stakes of Zion, 
their governors of seventy and their gove 
nors of a hundred. Their daily lives are 
as simple and patriarchal as those of their 
Judean prototypes. Is it then a marvel that 
polygamy should have been unurned and re- 
vived by men whose eyes turned with great- 
er reverence upon the example and teach- 
ings of Solomon than upon those of the 
Savior of mankind. 

The Mormons struggled for half a .cen- 
tury with the antagonism of the Christian 
world to their error before they discarded 
it. That they were honest in their advocacy 
and defense of polygamy no student of their 
history can doubt. That in many instances 
the men and women who practiced and upheld 
polygamy dic so as a matter of religious con- 
viction rather than from ignoble motives 
may be believed, although it is difficult to 
credit the assertion of a leading Mormon 
that in many instances the taking of a sec- 
ond wife was to the husband a painful ré 
ligious duty reluctantly performed. 

The polygdinic conditiédns while they ¢x- 
isted in Utah offered much to excite curi- 
osity, something to provoke mirth, little to 
move hatred, and a great deal to elicit com- 
passion. To the thoughtful observer men 
and women alike seemed to be self-immo- 
lated victims of a cruel and uncompensating 
system of barbarism. Upon the domestic 
altar of the polygamous husband the bright 
fire of conjugal love could never steadfast- 
ly burn.

NSTRUCTIONS TO JURIES. 
It has been proposed to amend Section 
19 of Article VI of our State Constitution 
so as to permit judges to charge juries with 
respect to matters of fact as well as of 
law. The Massachusetts statute forbidding 
judges to instruct on the facts has been con- 
strued by the courts of that State “as a 
restraint only on the expression of an opin- 
fon by the court on the question whether a 
particular fact or series of facts involved in 
the issue of a case is or is not established 
by the evidence. A similar rule prevails in 
California by statute, and the statute has 
been similarly construed by our Supreme 
Lourt in a number of adjudicated cases. 
Practically the judges in civil cases are 
judges of both the law and the facts, for, if 
the verdict is against the convictions of the 
judge he may set it aside and grant a new 
trial. On the other hand the jurors in crim- 
inal cases aré, in the event of a verdict of 
not guilty, judges of both the law and the 
facts, for although such a verdict may be in 
absolute disregard and defiance of the in- 
structions of the court, the judge cannot set 
it aside, he cannot grant a new trial, and 
mo appeal can be taken. 
There are many such verdicts rendered in 
the courts of this country in defiance of the 
instructions of the judge as tothe law. Once
